Oen. E>wlgbt D. Elsenhower, prtaldent ol 
Columbia unlvertliy. Dr. James B. Conant, 
prealdent of Harvard, and 18 other educatora 
'■ want Communist party members barred trom 
teacbtnE Jobs. 

This Is the (irat lime educators ot luch 
high fltAndlng have lent their prtsUge to this 
oft-heard recommendation. 

We ihlnlc their advice Is sound, rurther- 
more, they haTe ItnUed to thi heart of the 
_-problcm lo cleanly that their recent report 
ibould go for toward dlspelllns much popular 
ooofuslon on the Usue. 

Curbing educational freedoms In any way 
to rtakj In a democracy. People have been 
undentuula,bly puszled about how to meet 
the menace of communism as It affecta our 
schools. 

Universities here and there have discharged 
t«achen lor being communists, or advocating 
communism in classes, or •omellmes Juit for 
marked leftward leanings. 

In many quarters these moTes have been 
hailed as the wise steps of a free society bent 
OD protecting Itself. In others they are taken 
as a sign the nation Is yielding lU academic 
freedoms to communist goblins. 

The 20 - member commlsalon. Including 
■Uenhower and Conant, sees the matter this 
way:

pends." 

In other words, a party member Is not free 
to think for himself, to search lor thi truth 
and teach it as anj good teacher mutt. The 
party thinks for him and tells him what to 
do. Re cannot remain a member if hi falls 
to follow the "line." 

By suffering his right to think freely and 
becoming part of a moremenl "characterised 
by conspiracy and calculated dpcpll," the 
party member, in the rommlislon'e view, 
totally dlaguallfles himself as a teacher. 

The educators declare furthpr that com- 
mBnlam doctrUies should not b« promoted In 
American achools 

But having urged these two WsJ Umlta- 
Uons, they wisely turn to th* other side of 
the eoln and say what positive plare cnm- 
mtinlsm may oerupy imfely in th* rducttlrmal 
nysl^m. 

The commlftBlon think* rommunlim or any 
other iMlltlcal nyatrm, demtXTBllc or total- 
itarian, should be fully studied by Amrrleana.
